boy playing on a white Major League team in the sane 
position, I realize this is a big statement, but I am 
saying it in all sincerity, The Yankees could use him 
and I would love to see him with them, because I am 
cane they could pay him more than I will ever be able

You wrote a column several years ago, after you had 
been to see a Negro game in New York, In that column 
you said the only person on the field that deserved 
special mention was umpire MeCrary, Believe me when 
I sey, you.did not see Negro Baseball at it > best
